Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 28th inst., and its valuable suggestions have been 
considered and an order authorizing the purchase of silver coins has been forwarded to you. 


It was thought best to make the minimum ($3.00) three dollars and to fix the purchasing 
rate the same as that of silver partings, that the value might be more constant and easily 
computed. 


The authority to deposit monthly in gross as purchase in the name of the Superintendent 
will dispense with the necessity of entering and reporting each separate purchase. 


You can give to your Weigh-clerk, Register of Deposits and Cashier such directions as 
you deem advisable in regard to the method of receiving and paying for mutilated coins and as to 
the checks, vouchers and entries necessary to keep the memorandum required by the order.
